Juvenile workers are 
considered better tools because 
they are “more positive. 
Women workers, incidental; 
are less susceptible and have an 
irritating habit of refusing to go 
on strike at the behest of the 
good communist organiser, 
which goes to confirm establish:

que of the communists can be 
simply stated. They stir up 
opposition to ‘anything which 
tends to preserve stability.

Tt would not be | unfair to

money expended. Resolutions 
urging this slogan or that, com- 
mending this activity, suggesting 
that celebration, do not seem to 
the outsider to carry the srospel 
of the Third International very 
far. ‘Thus, when a gorgeous 
proclamation is issued to the 
French. and Japanese troops 
inviting them to disobey their 
commanders’ orders, no doubt a 
thrill is experienced in Moscow 
but it docs suggest a, terrible 
waste of good printing ink, This 
obvious dispersal of effort must 
not lull the Shanghailander into 
a sense of false security. The 
strength of the communist move- 
ment here lies in the remarkable 


















































organisation of the “cell” 
system. By jt a most efficient

more despicable kind of- paid 
mercenaries who are simply 
lured by the large sums paid for 
their treachery. they being ap- 
parently normal citizens with no 
outward sign of communist 
Teanings. Tt is believed that 
some of this latter class of 
agent are able to move un- 
suspected in almost respectable 
foreign circles. Recent arrests 
have done much to throw a light 
on this deadly movement. The 
chief point to bear in mind is 
that Shanghai is regarded as the 
natural headquarters of com- 
munist intrigue for the Far Ei 
‘The resumption of diploma 
relations with Russia will make 
harder the Chinese and Foreign 
istrations’ task of grap- 
pling with the red agents. 
Suecess has however attended 
their efforts hitherto. If they 
can rely on the closest co- 
operation of .all decent 
they should be fully equal to 
maintaining their grip of the 
menace in the future.

The fact that Great Britain has

ineline the American Govern- 
ment to proceed more freely to- 
‘ward a revision of the British 
debt and, to a certain extent, 
Great Britain may be glad of! 
the free hand. The Reparation 
payments are dead in practice, if 
not in theory, but there is still 
ithe question of British elaims on 
European debtors. The stability 
‘of Europe is of deep concern to 
Great Britain as to France and 
the close association of the two 
countries in treatment of that 
problem must be maintained, It 
‘will also give an opportunity for 
eventual solution of the default- 
ing countries’s difficulties with 
America, after the first confus: 
ion of the crisis over default has 
subsided. 


In this matter there should 
be no room for vehement attack 
on any one nation. France's 
attitude is founded on the belief

Tt is possible to 
sympathise with both points of 
view. Great Britain has rueful- 
ly to face the consequences of a 
serious reduction in her capital, 
unaccompanied by any strong,

As 
‘a debtor she pays; as a creditor 
she has to be patient, if not! 





more. She could plausibly have 
maintained her inability to pay 
[she has applied a stricter stand 
ard: that of absolute, if uncom- 
fortable, truth. The sacrifices: 
which her people have made in 
the last fifteen months to restore 
national solvency have thus been 
immeasurably extended. — Hap- 
ily the mettle shown has 
justified the faith reposed in 
British solidarity. ‘The poverty, 
now accepted as the mark of ali 
classes in the British Isles, has 
been Mumined with a serenity 
and a spirit of comradeship be- 
tokening the character of the 
race. There is more on which 
draft can be made. Once again 
it ig proved that in adversity a 
nation can find its soul when be- 
hind it there are those historic 
traditions of statecraft and ad- 
ministration which go to com- 
pose the true democracy. Often 
it is fashionable nowadays to 
make light-of principles, to ridi- 
cule the stubborn rigidity which 
perceives only the credit and the 
debit side of the ledger and de- 
clines to be swayed by other con- 
siderations. “The Skin Game” 
may be a hard schdol of thought 
carried to the tragedy of petty 
spite it fails to give the inspira- 
jon necessary to greatness in 
ion. Yet, in its proper scope, 
gives men and women superi- 
ority over misfortune. There 
will be no plaintive faltering in 
Great Britain. Grit and confid- 
ence in the qualitics which have 
steered her people through the 
vielasitudes of over a thousand 
years will inspire her to face the 
future unafraid—and unasham- 
ed. As her own poet has sung, 
she has paid the price af ad- 
Imiralty in full. She now pays. 
the price of her fidelity to sealed 
promises in the same way. 






























GERMANY RETURNS 
Dee. 14. 
‘The search for a magic for- 
mula to enable the Disarmament 
Conference to be resumed with 
a German delegate participating 
has been successful. Frani 
Great Britain and italy ha 
recognised Germany’s right to 
equality in whatever scheme 
emerges from the Conferen: 
The same four Powers, with 
Germany, undertake, to’ abjure 
the use of force in the settlement 
of their differences. All five,

‘a sealing down of armaments. 
Germany has thus gained the 
substance of the claim which she 
made on August 29 in an aide-| 
‘memoire handed to the French 
Governnient and which she sub- 
sequently reinforced with a 
refusal to attend the resumption 
of the meeting of the Bureau of 
Disarmament on September 21. 
This does not imply a complete 
recognition of all the arguments 
put forward in the _aide-| 
‘memoire: far from it, Germany 
has shown appropriate readiness 
to compromise; indeed the ex- 
treme nationalist section of Ger- 
man opinion hold that Baron 
von Neurath has gained nothing, 
Both in Franee and in Great, 
Britain it has been recognised 
that the failure of the Disarma- 
ment Conference in July to take. 
note of the moral obligation to 
treat Germany as an equal, while 
not necessarily trenching upon 
the delicate ground of numerical 
equality, was a serious omission. 
‘The Resolution then passed laid 
down a programme which, if! 
carried into effect, would impose 
severe limitation on the size and 
quantity of weapons. It did not 
refer to the claim which German 
delegations had constantly made 
regarding thelr country's claim 
to equality of status. Therefore 
the first sign of German reluc-| 
tance to continue the discussion 
was forthcoming in the refusal 
of the German representative to 
endorse the resolution, although, 
in itself, it was acceptable and, 
indeed, ‘materially beneficial to| 
Germany. 


The German protest was 
made at an unfortunate moment 
and in an aggressive vein, It 
met with a prompt but friendly 

remonstrance from the Britis 

Foreign Office which urged that 
friendly negotiation rather than 
a peremptory challenge was 
the better mode of procedure. 
Public opinion in Great Britain 
as well as in France was per- 




















; | turbed by the coincident clamour, 





of extremist elements in Ger- 
many. Fears that the recent 
political changes involved the 


revival of the Prussian Junker: 
doctrines were freely expressed. 
The difficulty of assessing the 
perplexities of German political 
currents added to this uncasi- 
ness. Above all the German 
Government, in giving an order 
for the construction of a third 
pocket battleship, was taken to 
betoken an unhappy disregard of 
the delicacy of the situation. 
The German Government was 
considered to have overlooked 
the sincere desire of Great 
Britain and France to treat 
Germany to all intents and pur- 
Poses on the basis of equality. 
That desire was not inconsistent 
with the contention that cate- 
gorical revision of the clauses in 
Part V of the Versailles Treaty 
could not be immediately con 
ceded. It was maintained that 
if the principle of limitation were 
accepted by all it should not be 
impassible to meet German 
wishes by adaptation of that, 
prineiple to the situation as 
created by the. Treaty. ‘Thete 
was every sympathy with the 
view that the pride of a great 
nation would not tolerate an 
indefinite retention of a stigma. 
of inferiority. The German 
demand to re-arm was therefore 
deplored in its actual manner of 
presentation. It was regretted 
as a serious blow to the move 























toward disarmament. Yet it was 
not altogether condemned bi 

cause of the feeling that there 
had been an omission—more out 





of the force of circumstances. 
than by deliberate policy—on 
the part of the Disarmament 
Conference. The British view, 
and in a great measure, the 
French view was that the re- 
strictive clause of Part V of the 
Treaty were framed in the in- 
terests of peace. It was re- 
cognised that they carried 
with them an implication of 
ybsequent progressive reduc~ 
tion of armament by the 
Allies. It was. felt, however, 
that removal of those restrictions 
without something to ensure the 
security they were designed to 
obtain was not possible. While 
it was clear that Germany, no 
more than any other nation, 
could not be kept by force in a 

ate of disarmament, uneasiness 
was generated by’ the flam- 








boyance of the pressure which 
was being brought to bear upon 
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the German Government from 
within in this regard. 

‘The United States of America 
has been laying great stress on 
disarmament in Europe in an- 
other connection. In these 
columns it fias been shown that 
Great Britain has done much to 
reduce her own armaments, She 
has taken what would, in the past, 
have been considered undue 
risks in the effort. France has 
not been able to proceed in the 
same direction for France is 
exposed to special risks on which 
she has historical evidence to be 
neglected at her peril. In other 
words France must make secur- 
ity a pivotal point in disarma- 
ment. The recent German 
gesture had the effect of bring- 
ing about a closer "F. 
British entente than has e 
for many months. Hap 
has now given rise to an agree- 
ment in which Germany, no less 
than Italy, has a share. It 
would be’ grossly unfair if 
France's part in this excellent 
result were minimised. When 
all is said and done | France 
stands to lose more than any 
other country if the steps taken 
in the creation of bulwarks for 
peace are ineffective. If she has 
clung to armaments more’ per- 
sistently than impatient critics 
would like she has had con- 
siderable justification. It cer- 
tainly has not been her fault 
that proposals for putting the 
responsibility for security on a 
collective basis have failed to 
find acceptance. All the more 
credit goes to M. Herriot for 
having been able to associate his 
country with its three powerful 
neighbours in a Four Power for- 
mula which may reach the full 
dignity of a Pact of security, 
The German Government de- 
serves congratulation on being 
able at this moment to enter into 
this bond. ‘To this result it is 
possible to attribute the achieve- 
ments of Lausanne, That basis 
of agreement is being rudely 
shaken by circumstances beyond 
the control of Europe, Europe, 
nevertheless, has proceeded bol 
ly to vindicate its sobriety and 
commonsense by bringing the 
problem of disarmament once 
again upon the plane of praeti- 
eal endeavour. It would be idle 
to overlook the fact that suspi- 
cion and mistrust are Hable to 
hamper the promoters of i 
Conference at any time. ‘They 
can be generated by a single do- 
claration by a politician or or= 
xanisation ‘at an inauspicious 
moment, ‘The passage of time 
should ie on the side of peace 
Now this agreement has been 
reached the routine association 
of the four European nations in 
giving it effect, should gradu- 
ally ‘create confidence to the 
elimination of elements of in- 
security. ‘The shattering events 
of the last decade have, in their 
own way, been more cataclysmic 
than the upheaval of the War 
years of which they are the pro- 
duct. “They have effectively in- 
stilled into most nations an ine 
stinctive dread of war and, bet- 
ter still, an_ intelligent’ and 
practical belief in the mobilisa- 

jon of peace, despite the fiery 
nationalism ‘which provides 
colour as a natural set off to the 
arabness of the general malaise. 
Europe still has to grapple with 
the old Adam. But the more 
the old Adam asserts his qualie 
tes, the more desperate appears 
the’ prospect of a world con- 
demned to submit to them. The 
Disarmament Conference has ex- 
perienced the throes of disa 
pointment over the intractabilit 
of its experts, over the scepti 
ism of the politicians. Tt hi 
had its roots firmly fixed in the 
deep conviction of the peoples 
‘asa whole. Nothing has shown’ 
this more ‘clearly than the ine 
tense fervour of representations 
made in its behalf by leaders of 
religious thought and lay opi- 
nion generally. Moral stimulus 
has been given to the Govern- 
ments and, by the return of Ger- 
many to eo-operation in the co 
mon task the reward of thei 
efforts has come.

Mr, Charles R. Shaw in h 
letter to the “North-China Daily 
News” on Friday raised a ques- 
tion concerning the criticism of 
local Amateur theatrical produ: 
tions which has at various times 
Been aired in the columns of 
this journal. The points he 
seeks to make are not easily 
answered, but there seem to be 
certain aspects of the question 
which, although they have been 
emphasised in the past, appear 
0 resurrection. A’ drama- 
tic’ eritie’s task is no light one 
and the responsibility he as- 
sumes by no means unexacting, 
for h8 has to hold the scales 
evenly between those presenting 
& performance on the one hand, 
and those who it is desired will 
Pay to go and see it. At the 
very most his work consists of 
the application of certain very 
definite standards in connection 
with the art about which he is 
writing, .an application which 
after all is a matter of personal 
opinion and, therefore, not in its 
nature infallible. Too rigid an 
adherence to the canons of art 
may lead him to be unduly 
severe on the performers, espe- 
clally when they are amateurs, 
too great a laxity may involve 
a betrayal of “the public of 
whom, when all is said and done, 
he is ‘a servant. The performers 
may be amateurs; they may 
claim, quite justifably, that 
their'work should be judged 
from that point of view, but they 
are asking the public to pay for 
the privilege of seeing them act, 
and the public is entitled to 
know—even though it is the 
opinion of only one man- 
whether the show is worth. its 
time and its money. ‘The sam 
considerations apply just as 
recisely whether it is a book to 
ye reviewed, or a cinema show 
to be mentioned. 
It is often argued that the 
standards applied to profes 





























sional acting should not be |i} 


applied to the performances of 
amateurs. But the question 
may be asked as to what are the 
intentions of the amateurs when 
they scek to perform on a stage? 








for a very pleasant, social func: 
tion, or is it to improve them- 
selves in an art in which thi 
are interested? If it is the 
former their work need not be 
taken seriously, for obviou: 
nothing serious’ is meant and a 
little adept “buttering 
that is required of the dramatic 
evitic, who has merely to re- 
member the phrase used in 
“Alice in Wonderland” that all 
have won and, everybody gets 
prizes.

It is inconceivable that 
amateurs in Shanghai amid its 
many! distractions, can put in 
week’ aftor week of arduous re- 
hearsal unless they aro- keenly 
interested in-dramaties, and with 
keonness it is reasonable to 
suppose that there is a desire to 
improve their performance:

Pelliot 


Interesting recollections of his 
discoveries “in Chinese ‘Turkestan 
vere given by Professor Paul Pel- 
jlo, of the College de Feance, in a 
Teetinre delivered on Dee. 15) to 
the "North China Branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society in the Cathe- 
drat School,

Gang Makes Escape Near 
Gutzlatl 


Dee. 15. 
News reached Shanghai last night 
which makes it clear that a thor- 
ouzhly prepared plan lay behind the 
Plrating of the steamer Hung Tay 
‘which was held up in, the Yangtze 
Estuary shortly” after | leaving 
Shanghai for Yangchow on Tuesday. 

"All that was known yesterday Was 
that a band of pirates, stated to 
number. nine, managed to loot. the 
hip, “which is owned by’ the Dah 
‘Tung 8.'S, Company, of the Nantao 
Bund, and. that’ they afterwards 
made’ good thelr escape. south of 
Gutziaif, leaving the steamer with 
fengines * crippled. Despite "the 
efforts of engineers who worked hard 
for many hours, it was impossible 
fur the vessel {0 proceed under her 
wn power, and a'tug was sent out 
fo tow her into port. : 

‘Recording to "information, which 
has now been conveyed to. her 
oviners, the steamer Teft for Yang- 
chow from the place, where she had 
een ‘anchoved ” during’ the night 
about four o'clock yesterday more 
ing." TUappears thab as s00n as the 
ship was outside. Woosung on Tues- 
Gay, about twelve men who had 
Hoatted her among’ the passengers 
revealed themselves as pirates, 

‘All were armed, and several shots 
were fired in order to intimidate the 
passengers and erew. Buch of the 
pirates wore a hat drawn down well 
ver the face and having. only. & 
Small space for the eyes, providing 
fan effective disguise, and making 
{dentification @ matter of great dift- 
culty. oughly" dining wp. the 600 
passengers who were on board, the 
Pirates subjected them all to.a strict 
earch, afterwards combing the ship 
for any money or valuables.
